A brigade 
of infantry had, — formed and 
was standing in a long line across the 
battiefield, As we drew up, the hus- 
gars were riding across the road to 
take positions behind the left wing. 
BATTERIES ROAR. 


From a rise of ground on the other 
side of the field we saw battery after 
battery of field artillery trundling 
down to take position behind the line 
and next to the hussars. Some one 
roared out an order and a tremen- 
dous thing happened. The two regi- 
ments on the wings let out a yell and 
ehanged front at the charge. Until 
you have seen two full 22 of 
German infantry charging in line of 
battle one thrill is still left for you. 
“Donner wetter“ was the involuntary 
exclamation of admiration and awe 
that burst from one of the officers 
with our party. The charge stopped 
ag suddenly as it started. The wings 
had drawn in to form a great hollow 
square. They herded ug off near the 
hussars and I didn’t know the Kaiser 
had arrived until he began speaking. 
He was on foot, although an orderly 
followed him with a splendid white 
charger bearing the imperial trap- 
pings. Afterward I remembered that 
I should have been impressed with the 
dramatic settings for that scene. The 
fortress of Novogeorgievsk was on 
fire and the background for the Kaiser 
parade wag a great plume of smoke 
against the sky. A long 1 
prisoners was marching down the 
as the Kaiser spoke and almost direct- 
ly in front of him across the field was 
one of the monster howitzers which 
had had as much share in the victory 
as the soldiers. These things didn’t 
interest me much at the time. I was 
more interested in the way they took 
the howitzer apart than I was in the 
fact that it stood there a silent and 
glorious witness, etc., etc., etc. - 
matics I fear are lost on me, 
Anyhow, I was so excited over the 
Kaiser that they could have burned 
down all the forts in Poland and I 
wouldn’t have seen them, What I liked 
best about the Kaiser parade was its 
utter lack of theatricalis I have 
always heard of the Kaiser as being 
intensely given to dramaticse. But he 
was simple end direct. He stood all 
alone in the middle of the square, 
speaking to his soldiers. He spoke 
slowly, His voice is very clear and 
even And carries like a bell. As one 
knowing the trick of speaking in the 
open air, he did not yell; but spoke 
«lowly and with a pause between each 
two sentences And in the pause you 
eould see his eyes darting along the 
line of soldiers. 
GIVING IRON CROSSES. 
I have already described the events 
of the parade by cable—how the iron 
roses were pinned on the soldiers:

French Gain Great Batile 
(Continued from First Page.) 


French communication makes only 
the briefest mention of the operations. 
The importance of this gain lies in 
the fact that every yard of groun 

taken in this region weakens the Ger- 
man sition around Verdun, from 
which the Germans might be com- 
pelled to retire should the French suc- 
ceed in making any further advance. 

The French also have regained the 
cemetery of Souchez and trenches east 
of the “Labyrinth” in the Arras dis- 
trict, which was the scene of heavy 
fighting earlier in the year.

BRITISH ATTACK SUCCESSFUL. 

This attack was made in co-opera- | 
tion with the British, who attacked 
n either side of La Bassee canal. 
The attack to the south of the canal, 
Field Marsha] Sir John French re- 
ports, was a complete success. 
Trenches five miles in width and about 
four thousand yards in depth were 
taken at this point. 

This push forward gives the British 
possession of the road from Lens to 
La Bassee,. which was used by the 
Germans for moving troops and sup- 
plies north and south, and threatens 
to outflank the German troops which 
hold the town of Lens. 

Hill No. 70, one of the positions 
taken on the road, is less than a mile | 
directly north of Lens, while Hal- 
loch, which also fell into the hands 
of the British, is at the end of the 
road near La Bassee. It is only 12 
miles from Hulloch to 1e. 

North of the canal the British were 
unable to hold the ground gained and 
had to fall back to the trenches which 
they had left in the morning. The 
attack. however. accomplished one 
purpose, as, according to Field Mar- 
shal French. German reserves were 
sent to check this move, thus giving 
the British south of the canal an op- 
portunity to consolidate their new po- 
sitions, 

SUCCESS EAST OF YPRBES. 
A somewhat similar maneuver took 
place to the north and south of the 
Menin road, east of Ypres, and the 
results were the — North of the 
road the British w unable to hold 
the ground taken, while to, the south 
they gained about 600 yards of the 
German trenches and consolidated the 
ground ‘won, So far as is reported, the 
British took 1700 prisoners with eight 
guns and several machine guns. 
| Some of the flercest fighting of the 
campaign is in progress on the Rus- 
sian front. The Germans continue 
their furious attacks in an effort to 
drive the Russians out of Dvinsk, while 
in Volthynia and Galicia the Rus- 
sians continue to harass the Austro- 
Germans. who had designs on Kiev.

ago.

Camp Emery, official headquarters 
of the reunion, established in the o!d 
Census Building, near the capital, 
will formally be opened by David J. 
Lieut.- 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles. retired, who is 
to be grand marshal of the review 
next Wednesday, will be welcomed by 
Commander Palmer and his staff. 

GRAND ILLUMINATION. 

Delegations are coming in State 
groups and are being assigned to 
their various headquarters. The 
Pension Building is to be utilized as 
a branch headquarters. Fort Myer, 
the army headquarters, and other 
fortifications in the vicinity of Wash- 
ington, are to be illuminated at night 
under direction of the Veteran Signal 
Corps Association. 

During the day twelve vessels of 
the United States Navy, ardered here 
by Secretary Daniels for the occa- 
sion, will arrive. These vessels, all of 
a type unknown in Civil War days, 
will be open for inspection to the vet- 
erans and daily demonstrations . will 
be given. The ships will anchor in 
the Potomac River near Georgetown 
Heights, which was a historic mili- 
tary spot during the war.

WHERE EAST AND 
WEST COMMINGLE. 


RECTOR, RECENTLY IN HAWAII, 
TELIS FINE RESULTS OF 
RACES’ CONTACT. 


Rev. Charles T. Murphy, rector of 
St. Athanasius Episcopal Church, who 
has just returned from an extended 
visit in Honolulu, preached yesterday 
morning on the social and religious 
conditions he found in the Hawallan 
Islands. He stated he was\ greatly 
impressed with their strategic impor- 


tance. They constitute, he said. a buffer 
point in the Pacific between east- 
ern and western civilizations, and 
serve as an experimental station for 
working out methods by which dis- 
similar races may dwell peaceably to- 
gether. 

“Our contact with oriental life is 
already established,” he said. “Our 
relations are bound to become more 
and more intimate. Exclusion walls, 
a la Chinese, are impossible. The 
white and the yellow races must learn 
how to live and work together. This 
is inevitable if we are to avoid a ter- 
rible and unnecessary conflict. 

“The Hawaiian Islands will teach 
us this can be done—that the Chinese 
and Japanese can assimilate our west- 
ern methods of education; can ap- 
proximate our standards of living and 
our deals of political control, and 
can bring to our aid and. advantage 
many virtues of industry, patience and 
skill, and enrich our life materially, 
artistically and scientifically, and al) 
oo the necessity of brutal con- 

ct. 

“The work of the missionaries, the 
influence of Christian ideals, and the 
wise government of Christian men 
have done and are doing. these things 
Not by a mingling of blood 
and amalgamation of races, much less 
by violent efforts to subjugate 
physically the alien races, is America 
to work out its oriental problem. but 
by an attitude of friendly co-opera- 
tion and bv maintaining the highest 
standards of generous service in its 
dealings with these strange and won- 
derful peoples.”

When war came, he said, 
some one else would have to start it; it 
wouldn't be . And now that 
war has come, all the other emperors 
and kings are very busily engaged in 
laying corner-stones and addressing 
lady’s aid. societies, the German Em- 
peror is at the front with his troops. 

Like a great many other men of 
big caliber, the Kaiser struck me as 
being very practical and friendly. 
During the parade, some of the offi- 
cers were frightfully excited decause 
one of the correspondents lit a cigar. 
When Durbrow, the moving-picture 
man with us, ran out with his camera 
and set it up in front of the imperial 
auto they all looked ready to faint. 
But the Kaiser only looked up and 
laughed and went on smoking a 
cigarette. As his car whirled ot into 
the road the picture man received a 
military salute from the imperial 
gauntlet.

I have already told how our gar 
stuck in the mud and held up the 
Kaiser and how he saved our chauf- 
feur from annihilation by leaning out 
ef his car and good naturedly waving 
his hand. In the interval of waiting, 
I had a wonderful chance to look him 
His automobile passed slowly 
hy about twenty feet from where L 
stood. I didn’t know exactly what 
is done in the best circles when meet- 
ing an emperor face to face, but I 
took a chance on raising my hat and 
received the military salute in return. 
The Kaiser doesn’t look much Hike his 
photographs. Especially not like that 
ghastly haggard one We see so often 
in the United States. His expression 
in that picture is one of distressed 
anxiety. His real expression is one 
‘of alert interest. Me has most re- 
markable eves. I spoke of them to 
an officer of the General Staff. He 
said that two Hohenzollerns have had 
such eyes, one was Frederick the 
Great, the other Wilhelm II. The 
staff officers spoke of them as pene- 
trating eyes, but they are not pene- 
trating. They are rather to spoken 
of as searching. He gave me one look 
and now he knows how much salary I 
get. how much money I owe, how 
much I really ought to save, the size 
of my expense account, how hungry 
J was at that moment and what we 

med the babies. It was that kind 
of a look. One glance and he has your 
number, as we say in America. 

I don't know how the Kaiser finally 
got around our bus. That respectable 
vehicle was hopelessly stuck in the 
mud. We had to walk three or four 
miles to the fortress of Novo- 
georgievsk. It was on fire. Some of 
the abandoned ammunition was ex- 
ploding in an ordnance storehouse 
and we could hear the bullets whist- 
ling out across the river. 


STORY OF DEFEAT. 


What we saw in that fort made 
plain the story of Russia’s defeat. 
Around Novogeorgievsk is a circle of 
modern earthworks with cement im- 
placements for big guns; beyond them 
to the front are the trenches and the 
barbed wire entanglements. Back of 
these fortifications are another series 
of trenches and barbed wires; then you 
come to the inner forts and beyond 
this ring you come to the ancient 
citadel with quaint old brick forts 
and great castle gates. We could see 
just what had happened. The big 
howitzers had pounded the gun im- 
nlacements into dirt heaps and the in- 
fantry has fallen back automatically. 
As the shaken and demoralized gar- 
risons of these shattered forts had re- 
treated into the inner fortifications, 
they carried dismay and demoraliza- 
tion with them. By the time they 
had huddled back 
works, there was no fight left in 
them. They couldn't face the howit- 
gers again. There was no fighting 
worth mentioning inside. 

On the other front where the old 
fort looks over the river there was 
sharp infantry fighting. But it availed 
8 The lesson that we learned 

m that walk into Novogeorgievsk 
was a tremendous one. It ts this: that 
military science must find some way 
to beat the siege howitzers. I imagine 
that Russian infantry has the courage 
to stand up against any infantry; but 
‘they, or no other infantry, can face 
the explosions of these big 30.5 and 42 
shells. They shake the courage of a 
soldier to the foundations of his soul. 
Certainly the Russian system of cir- 
cles of forts within circles of forts is 
the natural prey of the big guns. 

The first line of forts we saw were 
simply shattered. They were literaty 
torn to pieces as a dog tears up an 
old rag doll. Beyond them we came 
to a big gun implacement situated 
on a hill guarding a bend of the rail- 
road and looking out over the river. 
On the bridge of this river was a 
stalled military train. On one of the 
cars was a big siege gun which the 
Russtans had tried to ship out. It 
had broken through the car and 
smashed the bridge under it. The 
German pioneer troops had already 
put up a pontoon bridge to replace 
this one and the gun and the broken

TOY ROAD IN CLIFF. 
At the bend of the railroad, a small! 
toy railroad went up the side of the 
cliff. These rails evidently carried 
shells from the freight cars up to the 
guns. The guns had mostly been 
taken away by the Russians, but we 
saw tons of ammunition lying around. 
This small railroad ran on from one 


rails choked with ammu- 
nition cars that were evidently pushed 
by the soldiers. One car must have 
carried about a hundred rounds of 
six-inch shells. They were scattered 
all over the ground as though the 
Russians had dropped everything and 
run. I think I saw fully two hundred 
pairs of the goggles to protect 
the eyes of men who work the heavy 
guns. They were torn off and thrown 
away in the panic. ‘ 

Just outside of the fortress a small 
shell had struck the ammunition rafl- 
road and torn the rails Into fantastic 
knots. This may have had a lot to 
do with the panic at that particular

We went on past a big Russian 
church which had been the place of 
worship for the garrison. A shell had 
struck the side of one of the turrets 
and made a big hole exactly the shape 
of a Maltese cross. From the church, 


down through the railroad yards. 
The depot had already burned down 
and tons of freight were on fire. Much 
of this freight consisted of ofl cakes 
which are fed to stock in Europe. It 
had a very loud smell as it burned. 
In the middle of the yard stood a 
freight train loaded to gunwales with 
ammunition. The cars had been either 
broken open by the Russians who in- 
tended to destroy the ammunition or 
the cars had been hit by German 
shells. Ammunition was scattered 
all over the ground. At every step, 
in the growing darkness, you trod on 
unexploded shrapnel, rifle cartridges, 
abandoned rifies or even entire car- 
tridge belts thrown away by soldiers 
or possibly stripped from one wound- 
ed. Among this litter we found 
fragments of German shrapnel and 
the bullets from German shrapnel. 
The great number of these indicated 
that the depot must have been under 
terrific fire. Here and there we found 
shoulder straps that had been torn 
off by Russian officers before they 
surrendered. One saber was found. 
It was bent almost double. Bither 


freight car door with it or he had 
tried to break his own sword. Sev- 
eral places about the yard we found 
big splashes of blood. | 

Beyond the railroad we 
turned up a steep hill and climbed 
into an old brick fort whose guns 
were still in the implacements. At 
these guns were found the Russian 
knouts that have been referred to 
in cable dispatches. There is a ques- 
tion as to whether they were used 
to whip the men to their duty when 
the demoralization swept through the 
fort or whether they were simply the 
whips that might have been thrown 
away by mounted officers. The guns 
were there; the whips were there: 
you can figure it out for yourself. Be- 
yond this fort we passed through an 
old castle gateway and finally came 
into another railroad yard. In this 
was a wrecked ammunition train. 
The ammunition boxes were simply 
bulging from the bursted cars. The 
boxes contained both rifle and field 
artillery ammunition and some big 
shells. The train had been in mo- 
tion when hit. It was rushing shells 
either up to the front batteries or it 


out of the fortress altogether and 
send it to a place of safety in the 
far Russian rear to sve it from the 
Germans. At any rate t didn’t get 
out of the yards. A shell suck right 
under the locomotive tender, which 
reared up into the air like a kicking 
horse. As the tender went up the 
next freight car ran in under it from 
momentum and, from the weight of 
the tender, was squashed like a 
stepped-on worm. Just beyond this 
was a bridge over the Vistula, which 
had been torn into a tangle of steel 
girders by dynamite as the Russians 
got ready to surrender the fort. 

THE CITADEL. 

The last place we visited was the 
citadel, This was on a hill overlook- 
ing the Vistula. In the very center 
was an old blockhouse. At one side 
of the square were the artillery bar- 
racks and on the other the gun im- 


on the river. The entrance to the 
citadel was through another old cas- 
tle gate. On one side of it was a 
barracks which was on fire. On the 
other side was a big arsenal. This 
was also on fire. The fire was burn- 
ing down the ammunition boxes and 
the cartridges were exploding in a 
popping chorus like a bundle of fire- 
crackers. Occasionally a bullet would 
go spitting over our heads and we 
could hear it whining across the riv- 
er. Above the sound of the cartridges 
we could hear the faint cries of liv- 
ing creatures in the last agonies of 
being burned alive. The soldiers told 
us that it was a flock of geese that 
had been shut up in one of the bar- 
racks. I hope it was only geese. It 
was impossible to rescue them. They 
were in the middle of an acre of 
flame. 

The last stand of Novogeorgievsk, 
perhaps you may say the last stand 
ot the Czar in his Polish capital was 
made at the gateway of the citidel. 
It had been raining for two days and 
the ground was cut into muck by the 
feet of the fighting soldiers. All 


had been smashed by the Russians 
when they could fight no longer. The 
bolts had been pulled from some of 
them. The stocks of others had been 
smashed against the stones. Half- 
way up the cobblestone walk that 
led to the citadel lay the man who had 
been the last to give up. He was ly- 
ing on his back, as thepen he had 
falien still facing the t nts of the 
German advance that swept in 
through the gateway. His face was 
covered with an old overcoat, so we 
did not know his rank. But he had 
fine, well-shaped hands. They were 
lying loosely at his sides as though 
he were very, very tired. As we left 
him, the fire was closing in upon 
him from every side. His funeral 
pyre was a burning fortress

ESCONDIDO, Sept. 26.—The first 


carloaa shipment of tomatoes from 
the Escondido country, the industry 
being new in this section, was made 
this afternoon when the Escondido 
Tomato Growers’ Association. through 
the California Vegetable Union of 
Los Angeles, shipped a carload of fine 
tomatoes to Denver, Colo. 

Although nearly 400 acres were 
Planted to tomatoes, 75 per cent. vf 
the crop is a failure by reason of in- 
attention to the care of the plants at 
the critical periods. Ranchers, who 
gave the plants the proper attention 
are satisfied with the results. 

It is estimated that the shipments 
for the season will reach 100 car- 
loads.

A carload contains 625 boxes, thirty 
pounds to the box.

We 
were then so stunned and dazed by 
the great tragedy that we could do 
but little more than cry out and give 
some expression to the pain of the 
world life: Since then more t 

a months of this world war has 

Aged slowly by. Although it has 
srown in magnitude and in intensity 
continually we have recovered some- 
* from the shock and have be- 
come accustomed to it. We go about 
our daily avocations; we eat, ‘drink, 

eep and seek for amusement, much 
as if no great world tragedy was be- 
ing enacted. It is well that it is so; 
for it is the ability of the human life 
to return to the normal, to recover its 
Poise in the face even of a crisis that 
gives humanity its er and endur- 
ance and its ability to meet the stress 
and strain of life in the best way. 

We are continually asking our- 
selves the questions, ‘Will righteous- 
ness prevail in this war? Is there 
any connection between righteousness 
and the ability to win battles?’ The 
poet and the writer of fiction have so 
glorified the righteous warrior that 
we are inclined to feel that if a man 
or a nation have righteousness on his 
side he is well nigh omnipotent and ‘s 
bound to win in any contest in which 
he may be engaged. There is both a 
truth and a delusion in this. The de- 
lusion lies in the assumption that 

use men or nations are right 
they are bound to win on the battle- 
field or in the realm of physical 
force. The ability to fight well is no 
criterion of superior righteousness. 

In the world’s wars the less right- 
eous side has won at least two-thirds 
of the battles. In a majority of 
cases the physically strong have 
Waged war on the less strong just be- 
cause 
for the same reason and righteousness 
had nothing to do with it. If you 
want a pation of hard and successful 
fighters you do not want to develop 
too fine a conscience and too high an 
idealism, but rather a limited ideal- 
ism, an elastic conscience and a peo- 
ple obsessed by a single idea. 

“Yet we are right in the instinct to 
follow the poet and the prophet and 
to hold to the belief that ‘righteous- 
ness will win.’ Righteousness will 
win, but not necessarily on the field 
of battle or in the realm of physical 
force. Righteousness will win de- 
cause it has within itself that which 
can survive defeat in the physical 
contests of life and will appear again 
in other and invisible forms as a sub- 
tle transforming power which no ex- 
ternal defeat can destroy. If we are 
willing to hold fast to righteousness 
and feel that it is better to die in the 
cause of righteousness than to win in 
the cause of unrighteousness we have 
laid hold on the eternal and we have 
become immortal however the exter- 
nal contest may seem to go.“

DR. EBY. . 
FIRST UNITED PRETHREN. 
LOVE, THE GR 
PLACE IN 
CHRISTIANITY. 

Dr. John Albert Eby of the First 
United Brethren Church preached yes- 
terday on “Love’s Place in the Joy- 
life.” He took his text from I Cor. 
x111-13— But the greatest is love.“ 
In part he said: 

“No term or attribute of Christian- 
ity has been more thoroughly dignified 
and honored and surely none more 
misunderstood and maligned than has 
love. Paul regarded it as the chief 
virtue of all the Christian graces and 
Henry Drummond named it The 
greatest thing in the world.’ 

“One of the reasons for the confu- 
sion is the lameness of our language. 
The word love covers a muititude of 
virtues as well as a volume of weak- 
nesses. The love of which Paul 
speaks here in this marvelous love 
chapter is a radically different thing 
from what we talk about when we re- 
fer to the human passion based en- 
tirely on the physical and sexual rela- 
tions. The love that many of us have 
when we make our marriage vows is 
not real love in the divine sense, but 
is an animal passion only. We speak 
of those who are approaching mar- 
riage as lovers only to find in a few 
weeks that they are not lovers at all 
but haters. The world is full of loves 
that are selfish and narrow, provincial 
and hateful. 

“Much of what we call patriotism 
is not love of country but jealous dis- 
like of other countries. The love of 
family and race are too often selfish 
and degrading. Any thing which 
makes us hate anybody except the 
devil, and anything except sin, is not 
love in the lofty sense in which Paul 
speaks of it here. That love of coun- 
try or race or name which has tumbled 


the old world into amaelstrom of hell | 


has absolutely no relation to this di- 
vine attribute for which we are all 
striving that our lives may be filled 
with perpetual joy. 

“The New Testament tvpe of love is 
an absolutely indispensable quality of 
— Christian's life of joy. The word 
ove 
seems almost a pity that the new 
translations have substituted it for the 
word charity. That may account for 
its use in the authorized version. This 
love of the Bible is‘a passion which 
comes from God. He is so filled with 
it that He is called. by John the very 
essence of love. God, our father, has 
imputed it to those who will love Him 
and their fellows and all things that 
ere righteous. In ignorance and su- 
perstitution men attributed human 
qualities to their false gods, but here 
is our true heavenly Father imputing 
to us mortals this attribute of Himself 
which makes us like God in our deep- 
est soul passions.” ;

DR. BROUGHER, 
TEMPLE BAPTIST CHURCH. 
KISSING AS A SYMBOL OF LOVE; ITS 
PLACE IN THE BIBLE AND 
HISTORY. 

Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher, pastor 
of Temple Baptist Church, preached 
last evening on the topic, “Kissing: 
Is it Sane and Sanitary?’ For texts 
he selected Luke 7:45, I Cor. 16:20, 
I Peter 5:14. In part, he gaid: 

“Kissing is a custom that has been 
practiced ever since the human race 
began. The kiss has held such a 
prominent place in relation to both 
health and morals that I regard it 
as a perfectly proper subject to be 
discussed in the pulpit. Historically 
and practically a kiss has usually 
stood for an expression of some form 
of good will. In the days of the 
Aposties both Paul and Peter gave 
a command to the church, that Chris- 
tians should ‘salute one another with 
a holy kiss.’ I do not believe it would 
be either sane, or sanitary, or safe, 
to insist upon that commandment be- 
ing literally carried out today. I 
wish, though, it were true that all 
church members were so upright and 
pure that they could manifest a lit- 
tle more affection, one for another. 
We have to recognize the fact that 
church members today are not always 
on as friendly terms as they ought 
to be. In some instances it would be 
hard to make them conform to the 
command to shake hands, let alone 
kiss each other. I have known mem- 
bers of the same church who were 
the quickest to criticise one another, 
insinuating unkind things about each 
other and actually retailing gossip 
and slander that ought not to have 
been repeated even by a child of the 
devil. Shame on such latter day 
saints! The ideal of the New Tes- 
tament for church members is a 
pure, holy friendship that can ex- 
press itself in sincere affection for 
one another and always be helpful. 

“Kissing is declared to be a, dis- 
seminator of disease. There is no 
doubt that this is true. It is declared 
by those who are competent to judge 
that promiscuous kissing is one of 
the causes for such a large number 
of the human family dying in baby-

“It ie an expression of friendship. 
We shake hands with our acquaint- 
ances—we greet with a glad hand 
and cheerful words men and women 
that we number gets our acquaint- 
ances. But real friendship, which is 
based upon pure love, calls for a more 
intimate expression of confidence and 
good will than mere handshaking 
gives. There are men and women 
who think that no amount of friend- 
ship would warrant the familiarity 
of kissing. But as an expreasion of 
real joy and happiness between 
friends who know and understand 
each other, kissing certainly has its 
proper place. 

“The Bible makes a kiss a real ex- 
pression of divine love. The psalm- 
ist sa ‘Righteousness and peace 
have kissed each other.’ The com- 
mentators explaining this statement 
declare that the atonement of Jesus 
Christ is wrapped up in that kiss. 
Righteousness and peace met in Jesus 
Christ. There they were reconciled. 
A kiss, God's kiss, found its highest 
expression in the cross, and from 
that day to this death has been 
robbed of its sting by the kiss of love. 
It has made it easy to die. Jesus 
Christ wants His followers to have 
the deepest and profoundest love for 
him. He has symbolized it in the 
form of a kiss. Some day it 


has been so prostituted that it

“To try to face both ways corru- 
gates the face as well as the brain 
and at the same time sears the con- 
science.

Dr. Kenngott said 
in part: 

“Martin Luther called John 11:16 
God so loved the world that He gave 
His only begotten Son that whoso- 
ever believeth fn Him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life,) the

It is a revelation of God's love, pecu- 
liar to the Bible. Max Muller, tha

They form a portion 
of the so-called high priestly prayer 
of Jesus, the real ‘Lord’s Prayer.’ The 
former verse (John 11:16) its incom- 
plete without the latter (John xvii:- 
19.) The Father, in love for all man- 
kind, gave His Son; the Son, in love 
for all His brethren, gave Himself. 
For the sake of others, He sanctified 
Himself. 

“Are We walking in His steps?

EBT TO THE MONROE DOOTRINE. 

Most of the countries of South and Cen- 
tral America, including ungratef"' Mexico, 
owe their existence as nations today to 
the United States of America. But for the 
Monroe doctrine many, if not all of them 
from the Rio Grande to Cape Horn, would 
have been, even as Africa and a large part 


lof Asia now are, colonies or dependencies 


of some Buropean power. 

The Monroe doctrine has been tersely, yet 
completely, described as “the | -eservation 
of American territorial integrity against 
old world acquisitions, whether they take 
the form of yluntary transfer by one old 
world power to another, or by a new world 
power to an old world power, or whether 
they take the form of colonization or of 
acquisition by force of arms.”

On December 2, 1823, President Monroe 
met the menace of the Holy Alliance to aid 
Spain to recover her lost South American 


lations existing between these powers 
and the United States to declare that 
we should consider any attempt on their 
part to extend their system to any por 
tion of this hemisphere as dangerous 
to our peace and safsty.” 
England refused to join the Holy Alliance 
and acquiesced in the clonroe doctrine.

“We could not consent to the occu- 
pation of these islands by any other 
European power than Spain under any 
circumstances whatever.”

For more than two-thirds of a century it 
has been an accept-* doctrine by Great 
Britain, France, The Netherlands and Den- 
mark that they can alienate their American 
possessions only by ceding ther to the 
United States or by recognizing their inde 

In an address at Washington before the 
Conference of the American Society for 
the Judicial Settlement of International Dis- 
putes it was said by Prof. Hull concerning 
the obligations of American nations under 
the Monroe doctrine: “The new world 
powers are equally debarred from alienat- 
ing to old world governments their terri- 
torial in America, and this ap- 
plies to ‘powers’ which are no real powers 
in the international or political sense.” For 
example, in 1848 the Mosquito Indians on 
the north coast of Nicaragua appealed for 
ald to Great Britain, whose government not 
only forced Nicaragua to recognize the in- 
dependence of the Indian tribes, but sent 
its fleets and troops to seize and fortify 
the port of San Juan del Norte (Greytown.) 
This was regarded as a menace to the trans- 
isthmian railway or canal, as well as an 
infringement upon the Monroe doctrine, and 
in response to the protest of the United 
States the Clayton-Bulwer treaty embodied 


quisition of Central Ameri-an territory. 
This might possibly have been an objection 
to our acquisition or leasing of the Pan- 
ama Canal ten-mile strip, were it not for 
the fact that Panama was geographically 
and politically South American and not Cen- 
tral American territory. 


In 1842 President Tyler warned England 
and France away from the Hawaiian 
Islands. 


the Dominican Republic, invited Spain to 
resume its former sovereignty there. Spain 
responded by sending a small body of 
‘troops. The islanders appealed to the 
United States for protection. We were too 
much occupied with our Civil War to do 
more than send a remonstrance to Spain, 
and politfeal troubles in Madrid prevented 
Spain from taking effective control of the 
island. After Appomattox Spain withdrew 
her troops and the Santo Domingo people 
declared: “We have planted the white 
cross of the republic on the principle 
enunciated by the great mother of free 
nations, that America belongs to the Ameri- 
eans.” 

The greatest and most important en- 
forcement of the Monroe doctrine was ur- 
ing our Civil War when Mr. Seward caused 
Napoleon to withdraw Marshal Bazaine and 
the French troops from Mexico. and we 
assisted Juarez surreptitiously with arms 
from the United States sent across the Rio 
Grande by night. Juarez conquered Max- 
imilian, and the “empire” of Mexico—which 
otherwise might have become an Austrian- 
French denendency—remained a _ republic, 
although Mexico is at present a mere col- 
lection of rival bandits and very much in- 
clined to hate the “gringoes” who helped 
her in her hour of need. 

President Cleveland did not overlook the 
Monroe doctrine when he demanded that 
Great Britain should not, with a theodolite 
of her own making, “survey” „ part o 
Venezuela into her domain, but should arb! 
trate her boundary dispute with Venezuela. 
and that the United States should act as 
the arbitrator of the dispute and enforce 
its decision if need be by war.

Its imitations thus far are low speed 
and moderate cruising radius. By its pres- 
ent low speed the submarine can hunt only 
slower ships. but must lie in waiting for 
fast ships. However, the first steamships 
were slower still than the present subma- 
rines: and considering that the submarine 
torpedo is faster than any ship, the problem 
of submarine speed is not insoluble. 

It is interesting in so far as it is essen- 
tially an electrical problem. On the water 
the submarine is propelled by an internal 
combustion engine. When submerged the 
electric motor drives it, receiving its power 
from a storage battery, which is charged 


| by the combustion engine when the sub- 


marine is above water. While submerged 
the speed is slower than when cruising above 
water. It is, however, when submerged that 
the submarine attacks, and requires the 
highest speed. The electric motor can be 
overloaded, but the limitation is the storage 
battery. A storage battery capable of driv- 
ing the boat for eight hours at twelve miles 
per hour would have energy enough to drive 
it for one hour at twice that speed, and this 
would meet practically all conditions of at- 
tack. But the present storage battery can- 
not give off its power rapidly enough to do 
this, and so the problem is to increase the 
discharge rate of the battery so that by a 
rapid discharge of the battery the speed of 
the submarine can, for the short time of 
hunting its quarry, be doubled or more. 
This probably is the meaning of the report 
— Edison’s interest in the submarine prob- 
em. | 

The cruising radius of the submarine de 
pends on its size and the efficiency of its 
combustion engine, and is steadily tncreas- 
ing. Before long we may see submarine 
supply ships following submarines to re- 
supply them, and we may still see sub- 
marine cargo boats maintaining 
Atlantic communication independent 
hostile navies. 
To conclude then with the question: Is 
the battleship: antiquated? During the 
present war the foremost records of bat- 
tleships have been their funeral notice by 
torpedo or mine; but still, in view of their 
previous history, it would be rash to say 
that the battleship is superseded, at least 
not until submarines have reached 
superior to those of battleships. It is true,
